of the law into the steel strike, will, 
it is believed, undoubtedly brhv* 
about a crisis in the situation. 
In 


some quarters it is thought it may 
lead to an early settlement of the 
present labor troubles, and in others 
that the presence of the 
sheriff*:* 


forces may result in conflict. The re- 
quest for protection was made by Su- 
perintendent Lauck, and Sheritf He- 
Kinley at once made arrangements 
for dispatching a large number of 
deputies to the scene. This will be 
done this afternoon. 


NOTICE TO SHERIFF. 


The notice to the sheriff was as

Delivers the Fir$t Sermon* 


London. Sept. 4.—The Ecumenical 


Methodist conference opened in Wes- 
ley chapel 
today with a good at- 


tendance. 
In the devotional exer- 


cises 'King- Edward and 
President 


HcKinley were prayed for. Bishop 
Joseph HartzelU missionary bishop 
of the Methodist Episcopal church in 
Africa, mado the opening prayer and 
Bishop Galloway, of Jackson, Hiss., 
pieacluti nn eloquent sermon, sel* 
ting forth the aims of -Methodists 
throughout the world and emphasiz- 
ing the value of the tenets of John 
Wesley. 


Communion followed.

bishop of Canterbury, Most

bishop of London, Bight Rev. A. T. 
W. Ingram, D. B., sent friendly mes- 
sages, t4ie archbishop of Canterbury 
praying that (rod's blessing may rest 
on the deliberations.

A STBIKING FEATURE. 


The moat striking feature of the 


Methodist conference today was an 
impassioned plea 
of 
the 
colored 


Bishop Walters, of Jersey City, who 
received tho heartiest welcome of any 
of the American delegates. He de- 
clared that there was a systematic 
effort on foot on the part of 'the white 
Amevciartfl to destroy -the good opin- 
ion .which the English people had of 
American negroes. He recapitulated 
the lynching figures of the year 1900 


and declared that, 
though ninety 


negroes were lynched, in only eleven 
cases had assault on white women 
been proved. 


•The English people have always 


been our friends/' 
declared Bishop 


Walters. 
"You gave us a refuge, 


and now. when we are struggling to 
improve ourselves, we look to you, 
our old-time friends, -to give us sym- 
pathy and encouragement as you did 
in the past/' 


The bishop's asscrvations of negro 


morality elicited loud cheers from the 
English part of the audience and sev- 
eral of the many southern delegates 
went out, while others did not con- 
ceal their 
disagreement with the 


speaker. 


Another incident which attracted 


comment was a declaration of Sir 
Charles Skelton. formerly mayor of 
Springfield, who, in welcoming the 
Americans, severely criticised the 
war in South Africa, exclaiming: 


"Hell is let loose in South Africa. 
He appealed to the visitors to go 


back, and, by preaching and example 
make such wars impossible. 


Rev. Joseph Odell, in welcoming 


the delegates in behalf of the primi- 
tive Methodists, struck the sanv 
chord, declaring that the United 
States represented a sovereign people 
and he hoped they would speed the 
time when military science would b< 
a lost art. 


Dr, *otts, replying in behalf o 


Toronto, protested, in a heated patr«- 
otic .and imperialistic speech, again?

robbery of a passenger 
train last

station. 


After blowing open the express safe 
witb dynamite, it is stated, the roo 
bers secured two sacks of loot. THs 
they transferred to the engine, whicfc 
had been detached from the train* 
Engineer Henderson was compelled to 
put out the headlight and the robbers 
took charge of the engine. Two of 
the robbers assured Henderson they 
knew as much about running 
t.ie 


engine as he did. 


The engine was run south at full 


speed, followed by Engineer Hender- 
son on a handcar, which he had se 
cured from a near-by section house. 
Henderson came up with his engine 
about four miles from the scene of 
the robbery. 
The engine had been 


deserted by the robbers, who. the 
engineer believes, were all railroad* 
ers. 
The bandits had escaped into 


the dense woods surrounding 
tnc 


track at this point. Henderson rau 
his engine back, coupled to the train 
and the run southward was resurced 
after several hours' delay. The rob- 
bers had not molested the passengcrr 
nor did they attempt to break oper.

READ A LETTER TO EMPEROR 


William Receives the Official Chinese 


Apologist—France's 
First 


Coercive Measure. 


Pottsdam. Sept. 4.—Prince Chun 


visited the mausoleum at Friedens- 
drche today and placed -wreaths on 
the tombs of the Emperor and Em- 
press Frederick. 
Emperor William 


received Prince Chun at noon in the 
presence of the royal princes, Baron 
Von Richoffen, the foreign secretary, 
the principal ministers and generals 
and the court dignataries. The prince 
read a letter, written in yellow ink, 
to the emperor. 


After the audience Prince Chun in- 


spected the guard of honor and re- 
turned to the Orangery, where the 
emperor will visit him this afternoon. 


Prince Chun was driven to the pal- 


ice in an imperial carriage, in which 
was the new Chinese ministei, Kien 
Chang, and General Von Hoehfner. 
Four royal carriages, containing the 
Chinese dignitaries of the envoy's 
suites, followed. 


The prince, on going to the audi- 


ence, passed through the Jasper gal- 
lery between lines of guards. 


In the meanwhile a guard of honor 


had been drawn outside the palace, 
and presented arms, with the band 
playing, as Prince Chun emerged. 
The envoy passed down the lines of 
troops saluting in Chinese fashion 
with folded hands. 


THE LETTER. 


Potsdam, Sept. 4.™The Chinese em- 


peror's letter to Emperor William 
confessed "penitence and shame*' for 
the crime (the murder of Baron Von 
Ketteleivthe German minister at Pe- 
kin), which he had been unable to 
prevent. 
Emperor Williams' reply 


in part was that while he was heady 
to believe that the emperor of China 
stood aloof from the murder, all the 
heavier guilt resting on his advisors 
and the government, the latter must 
not delude themselves with the belief 
that they are about to obtain atone- 
ment and pard'on for their guilt by 
the expiatory mission alone, but will 
be judged by their future conduct in 
accordance with laws of nations.

New York, Sept. 4.—Plans of the 


movements of the revolutionists in 
Colombia have been received by their 
agents here, and if all has gone well, 
confirmatory news of a startling na- 
ure is soon to be expected. The Bed 
D line steamer Philadelphia brought 
i large mail for Dr. Restrepo, the 
igent of the revolutionary party in 
this city. Interviewed, he said: 


"Altogether in Colombia we have 


now an army of more than 20,000 
men, well armed and equipped. Gen- 
ral Uribe-Uribe has 10,000 well 
drilled troops under him, and, ac- 
:ording to our advices, was to start 
>n his campaign of invasion of Co- 
ombia at a point below San Cristobal 


August 23. 


"Before his lines is Gen. Gonzalez 


Valenecia, with nearly an equal num- 
ber of Colombian troops to oppose 
him. 


"At Riochacha, which is the seaport 


\t the northern part of the depart- 
ment of Magdalena, with a popula- 
ion of 10,000. we have two generals 
with a force of 3,000 men, who now 
have the city surrounded. Gen. C. 
'astillo is in command and Gen. J. 
M. Castillo is next in charge, with 
lie forces divided about equally be- 
ween them.

On this account it is not 
definitely known how many lives 
were lost. 
La Popa WAS carryi"^ 


troops from Cartagene to Barin- 
quilla, and none of them were saved. 
The warship, which went down about 
sixty miles from the port of Savan- 
illa, also carried a cargo of of 500,- 
000 cartridges and 1,000 rifies, the 
loss of which will be .seriously felt 
by the government. 


The sinking of La Popa will also

Pro- 
fessor Kelso said there should be but 
one recitation in mathematics a day, 
and that the study' of mathematics 
should -be begun iu the eighth grade. 


Professor McGUvery -spoke of the 


educational ideal from the stand- 
points of emotion and volition. He 
said that an obligation of the teacher 
should be to make his pupils eager 
to pursue the line of investigation 
found in the school room after they 
leave. 
An inquiring mind is the 


mark of an educated mind.

DESTROYS THE CITY TREES. 
A distinguished botanist, in speak- 


ing of plant life in our cities and in 
local parks, Argues that it is under 
ever increasing peril constantly and 
is liable to finally become extinct. 


In the first place, there is the mat- 


ter of noise in all its forms and the 
vibratory rumblings which go with 
the various activities of an augment- 
ed population. 
Flowers need sleep. 


Trees sleep. 
All forms of vegetable 


TTfe must, at regularly recurring in- 
tervals, be allowed to lapse into a 
condition of repose else some radical 
change will take place in the form of 
the plant. 


But noise is not the only destroyer 


of plant life in cities. 
There are 


many other things that threaten to 
denude the cities of vegetation fiuol- 
ly. Plants and flowers and all kinds 
of vegetation sleep best away from 
the glare. 
So the lights of the city, 


which blind all through the night, 
must contribute somewhat to this 
interference with vegetable sleep. 
Dust and smoke and other things that 
nil the air unquestionably have con- 
siderable influence on vegetation in 
the cities* 
Electricity, independent 


of its uses for lighting purposes, has 
a bad effect on city vegetation. 
The 


overcharged condition of the earth be- 
cause of the electrical currents that 
are constantly finding their way back 
to thi point of generation cannot be 
heathy from a viewpoint of vegeta 
tion. 
The construction of 
larg< 


buildings interferes, too, with the 
natural flow 'of air currents and th 
plants of a city are in a measure 
smothered* 


But the same electricity that th 


botanists tell us is gradually destroy 
ing tree life in the cities is transport 
ing people far out into the country 
cheaply and rapidly. 
There is com 


pensatlon, after all, in the tendencie 
that make civilization a failure t 
I pessimistic «yes.—Boston Globe,

Session in London---Bishop Galloway 


Delivers the First Sermon. 


London. Sept. 4.—The Ecumenical 


•'Methodist conference opened in Wes- 
ley chapel 
today with a good at- 


tendance. 
In tlie devotional exer- 


cises King Bdward 
and 
President 


McKinley were prayed for. Bishop 
Joseph Hartzell. missionary bishop 
of the Methodist Episcopal church in 
Africa, made the opening prayer and 
Bishop Galloway, of Jackson, Miss., 
preached an eloquent sermon, sol- 
ting forth the aims of -Methodists 
throughout th/; world and emphasiz- 
ing- the value of the tenets of John 
Wesley. 


Communion followed. 
The arch- 


bishop of 
Canterbury, Most 
Rev. 


Frederick Temple, D. D., and 
tlte 


bishop of London, Xtight Rev. A. P. 
W. Ingram, D. D., sent friendly mes- 
sages, the archbishop of Canterbury 
praying that God's blessing may rest 
on the deliberations. 


The 'bishop of London sent a sim- 


ilar message, but adding the hopes 
that some day the Methodists will 
he rcrimited with the Episcopalians. 


A STRIKING FEATURE. 


The most striking feature of the 


Methodist conference today was an 
impassioned plea 
of 
the 
colored 


Bishop Walters, of Jersey City, who 
received the heartiest welcome of any 
nf the American delegates. 
He de- 


clared that there was a systematic 
effort'on foot on the part of 'the white 
Amevcian'fi to destroy 'the good opin- 
ion .which the English people had of 
American negi'oes. He recapitulated 
the lynching figures of the year 1900 


and declared that, 
though 
ninety 


negroes were lynched, in only eleven 
cases had assault on white women 
been proved. 


'•The English people have always 


been our friends," 
declared Bishop 


Walters. 
"You gave us a refuge, 


and now. when we are struggling to 
improve ourselves, we look to you, 
our old-time friends, to give us sym- 
pathy and encouragement as you did 
in the past." 


The bishop's asservations of negro 


morality elicited loud cheers from the 
English part of tlie audience and sev- 
eral of the many southern delegates 
went out, while others did not con- 
ceal their 
disagreement 
with the 


speaker. 


Another incident which attracted 


com incut was a declaration of Sir 
Charles Skelton, formerly mayor of 
Springfield, who, tin. welcoming the 
Americans, 
severely criticised the 


war in South Africa, exclaiming: 


"Hell Is let loose in South Africa." 
He appealed to the visitors to go 


back, and, by preaching and example, 
make such ware impossible. 


Rev. Joseph Odell, in welcoming 


the delegates in behalf of the primi- 
tive Methodists, struck the samo 
chord, declaring that the United 
States represented a sovereign people 
and he hoped they would speed the 
time when military science would be 
a lost art. 


Dr. Potts, replying in behalf of 


Toronto, 'protested, in a heated patri- 
otic .and imperialistic speech, against 


the statements made by Sir Charles 
Skelton and Mr. Odell. 


Bishop Hurst, of Washington, .li- 


lated on the friendliness of the Brit- 
ish and American nations and con- 
veyed to the delegates President Mc- 
Kinley's hearty good wishes for the 
success of the conference, which wore 
cordially received. 


President Davidson, in welcoming 


the delegation, paid a touching trib- 
ute to the memory of former Presi- 
dent Benjamin Harrison.

Pacific to prevent the scalping of 
tickets by buying1 in all that are pre- 
sented and then turning them into 
the company, receiving a commission 
which would equal the money he 
might make by turning- them over to 
possible purchasers. 
The 
scheme 


is a very simple one. Mr. Otting'er 
is to establish a system of brokerage 
offices all along1 the line of the South- 
ern Pacific, equal to the system of 
offices maintained now by the regu- 
lar brokers. His instructions are to 
buy in the tickets that are offered at 
the scalpers' offices, being as persis- 
tent in his solicitation for tickets as 
the regular ticket brokers are. In- 
stead of keeping the tickets for sale 
again to the trade, as the other 
brokers do, he is expected to sell all 
of them to the general office and thus 
keep the low-rate tickets off the mar- 
ket. In case the price he offers the

The old world's most calamitous 


fire was that which took place 
London in 
1GG6, -which destroyed 


14,000 :bni Id in gs, 
1 ai d 400 
streets 


waste, and rendered 200,000 persons 
•homeless, the loss of life being 1,000, 
and that of property §40,000,000. 
Moscow's conflagration in 1812 con- 
sumed 8.000 of 
the city's 10,000 


buildings, compelling 20,000 of the 
city's inhabitants to sleep on tho 
ground, destroyed 
200 lives and 


$10,000,000 of property, and hat 
political consequences which affected 
the history of Europe. 
It broughl 


Bonaparte's Russian campaign to dis 
aster, caused a retreat in the deac 
of winter In which the lives of 150,- 
000 of-.his soldiers were lost, bvoki 
the spell of his invincibility, and In< 
cited the new combinations ngfiins 


him which eventually resulted in hi: 
overthrow, says Leslie's Weekly.' 


Now York city had a flre in 1835 


which destroyed ?20,000,000 of prop 
erty, and one in 1838 which inflictec 
a less of ^10,000,000, and this was 
followed by one in ±345 in which §8, 
000,000 of property went up 
in 


smoke. Pittsburg J.ad a $0,000,000 
fire in 184D, followed by one in Al- 
bany which inflicted a damage 
ol 


93,000,000 in 1848, and by one in St 
Louis, which destroyed $5,000,000 of 
property in 1840. 
San Francisco 


'had two fires six weeks apart in 1851 
inflicting a loss of $4,000,000 in the 
first and of $3,000,000 in the sec- 
ond. The Fourth of July celebration 
in 18C6 caused in Portland, Maine, 
the most destructive fire ever known 
on the American continent up to that 
time, except New York's of 1835, 
Portland's loss being $1J),000,000, 
like Jacksonville's. 


The two most calamitous fires ever 


known anywhere in the world oc- 
curred in the United States within 
thirteen months of each other. 
In 


the first of these, i;i Chicago, on Oc- 
tober 8-9, 1871, the property loss was 
$200,000,000, and in the second, in 
Boston, on November 9, 187H, $80,- 
000,000 of property was consumed. 
In Chicago 100,000 persons were left 
without homes, and SOO were killed. 
Chicago's heads the list of the world's 
destructive conflagrations, but, as she 
liad over 300,000 population in 1871. 
the loss in Jacksonville in 1901, with 
28,000 population, is proportionate- 
ly not very fnr below of the-metropo- 
lis 011 Lake Michigan.

petrified forests ct Arizona hold n 
high place. 
Giant trees lie there 


cniijcdtletl in the earth, their wood 
transformed to stone of a flinty lurd- 
nej.3, lju't still revealing- the texture 
of the wood in a remarkable degree. 
It is said that a bill will probably be 
brought before congress at its next 
session 'providing 
for 
the main- 


tenance of a government reservation 
of the most celebrated, of these petri- 
fied forests, that at Holbijook. 
Prof. 


Lester F. Ward, of the National mu- 
seum, recommended in his report to 
the director of the geological survey 
sc-me time ago that prompt measures 
be taken to withdraw the land from 
entry. 
His report and recommenda- 


tions are included 
in a -pamphlet 


about to be issued toy the geological 
survey and containing much other 
ma'tter on the same subject. 


The 
forest 
has 
recently 
been 


brought within easy a'ccess for tour- 
ists by the establishment of a new

...Labor Day at Strike Center. 


Pittsburg, Sept. 2.—The steel strik- 


ers, who Imve been trying for a week 
to get the employes of the Carnegie 
plant at Duquesne to come out, made 
a last stand today and failed. 
A 


parade from McXeesport to meet the 
workmen on their way to the mill at 
6 o'clock this morning anil induce 
them to remain away had been »r- 


- ranged, hut when the hour arrived 


there were no marchers 
and the 


parade was abandoned. 


The fight has been made in the 


open hearth de]>artraent, but not- 
withstanding ft house-to-house can- 
vass by the strikers last night, only 
two men refused to return to work. 
Today the works are in full opera- 
tion and the strikers admit that with 
their failure to get the men out there 
is little hope of closing the plant. 


PREDICT A BREAK. 


Dissastisfaotion is increasing at 


McKeesport, more particularly since 
it has been shown that all promises 
regarding- the bringing out of the 
Carnegie employes have been practi- 
cally without foundation, and pre- 
dictions are made that a general 
break in the strike at that place is 
not improbable before many days. 


last Triday about forty strikers 


returned to work at the seamless tuba 
plant and today this force was con- 
siderably increased. 
The manage- 


ment say they expect no trouble in 


• getting a large enough force to re- 


sume in full within a week. 
' It is said tfiat preparations are in

United States on His Return 


full of portraits which he wept over 


I in secret.—St. James' Budget.

Sept. 3.—Prince Chun 


nrrived here tliis 
afternoon 
from 


Switzerland. He was received at the 
railroad station by the town com- 
mandant and the chief of police and 
was driven to the orangery in Sans 
Soucci park. 


It is said that . Emperor William 


•will receive the Chinese envoy in the 
new palace at noon -tomorrow. 


THE OFFICIAL PROGRAM. 


Berlin, Sept. 3.—It is said in official 


circles that the interview 
between 


Emperor William and Prince Chun 
must occur tomorrow or Thursday, 
as his majesty goes to the maneuvers 
Friday. 


The correctness of the report of the 


Ostasia'tische 
Ccorrespondenz 
that 


Emperor William removed all hin- 
drances from Prince Chun's coming 
to Bevlin by telegraphing his will- 
ingness to receive him alone, is ad- 
mitted in official circles. 


The correspondent of the Associated 


Press learns that Baron Von Bieht- 
hoff, the foreign secretary, will assist 
Emperor William fct the reception of 
'the Chinese envoy. Count Von Bue- 
low will not be present. 


Kien Chang, the new Chinese min- 


ister here, will act as interpreter. No 
other 
Chinaman will 
he present. 


The emperor will not receive 'the other 
members 
of the 
mission. 
Prince 


Chun will lodge as Emperor Wil- 
liam's guest for 
two days at the 


orangery of the palace a-t Pottsdam. 
He will then come to Berlin, where 
the Chinese legation has rented an 
adjoining palace 
for him for two 


months. But it is not believed the 
prince will stay here that length of 
time. It is expected in official circles 
that Emperor William will not pay 
further attention to Prince Chun after 
his majesty 
has received him in 


audience. 


UNITED STATES FIRST. 


Basel, Switzerland, 'Sept. 3.—Prince 


Chun's first invitation to visit foreign 
governments was from 
the "United 


States, followed by invitations from 
Italy, Belgium, 
Great Britain and 


Japan. They have all 'been accepted. 
It is expected that Prince Chun will 
stay a fortnight in Berlin and then 
return to Italy, whence he will pro- 
ceed to Belgium and EnglUnd, going 
home by way of the United States 
and Japan.

At the Berry Street M. E. church 


Sunday evening L. C. Everton, or 
•Lima, 0., delivered his temperance 
lecture* "The Pile Driver.5' In part 
lio said:-

compound of iron for the positive

tion now incident to the use of lead 
cells practically dene away with. 


The new battery, it is claimed, will

It will soon make electric 
motors much cheaper than horses 
for all manner of hauling. Mr. Edi- 
son promises fchat its cheapness will 
make it popular •and within reach of 
all.

hide," said a man who handles such 
articles in his "business, "is the raw- 
hide pinion, or cogwheel. You might 
think that the teeth of such a wheel

down and 
wear off 


quicker than those of an iron wheel, 
but as a matter of fact they do not 
break, and a rawhide pinion 
wear as long as an iron pinion, if not 
longer. 


"Such pinions are made of many 


layers of rawhide pressed solidly to- 
gether 
and 
bolted 
through and 


through to metal plates placed on the 
sides. The teeth cut across the face 
of the wheel thus formed are, of 
course, each composed of many layers 
of the thoroughly compacted rawhide 
standing edgewise. 


"Rawhide pinions are 
used for 


many purposes. 
One of their great 


advantages is found in their noise- 
lessness. They are used in machine 
shops against iron gear, 
so as to 


make less noise; they are used for 
motor pinions on street railway cars, 
and so on. 


'•Another rather 
curious 
though 


now somewhat common use for raw- 
hide is in the making of mauls and 
mallets having heads of rawhide, and 
hide-faced hammers. 
These are put 


to a great variety of uses, 
as for 


pounding on dies and punches and on 
polished metal surfaces. 


"Rawhide is used for bell cord in 


street cars, for all manner of straps 
and for shoe and boot laces. 
It is 


used in the manufacture of -artificial 
limbs, and for trunk handles and for 
trunk binding, 
for 
washers, 
for 


many sorts of harness and saddlery 
goods, and for whips and lariats, and 
not the least of its uses is in the 
manufacture of various kinds and all 
sizes of belting."—New York Sun.

President David K. Francis, of 'the 


Louisiana Purchase Exposition ct™- 
jany; C. P. Walbridge, representing 
he committee on ceremonies, and 
President Phillips, of the board ot 
mblic improvements, delivered ad- 
dresses. 
At the conclusion • of the 


ceremonies 
the stake, which 
liaci 


been prepared for the occasion, was 
withdrawn for preservation and an 
ordinary surveyor's stake was sub- 
stituted for it. 


According to the plans adopted hy 


he commission of 
'architects, the 


principal buildings, 
agricultural, 


mines and minerals, fisheries, trans- 
>ortation and fine arts, will be built 
on foundation lines radiating from 
the spot where the first stake was 
driven. 


ACCIDENTS.

from the Elysee. In their stead is 
a staff of detectives belonging to the 
snrete generale, a section under the 
ministry of the Interior, writes a

Journal contributor. . The 


older members nf the Elysee police 
stuff, unwilling to sever their con • 
nections with the Elysee, have re- 
signed their municipal appointment 
and joined the new force. 


The cost of protecting the presi- 


dent is S13,,r>00 a year. Twelve de- 
tectives, styled by courtesy inspec- 
tors, me employed for this purpose. 
Their office is tinder the gateway of 
the "Elysee. on the Faulbourg-Saint- 
Honoi-e, and {hey are taking their 
orders from the president's civil sec 


retary.

task., It accompanies 'the president 
on all his travels and at least a 
couple of dectectives shadow him on 
his morning walks to the Bois do 
Boulogne.

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A REVOLUTION THAT IS STALE 


The Colombian Uprising is Neither New Nor Seri- 


ous—Liberals in Sore Need of Arms 


and Capable Leadership. 


Colon, Aug. 31.—(Via Galveston, 


Tex.)—Quiet prevails on the isth- 
mus. The recent liberal contention 
in this vicinity seems to have disap- 
peared. 
Whatever their 
numbers, 


the liberals are poorly armed ana 
without leaders, lack 
organization 


for concerted action, nnd hence can 
avail themselves of no opportunities 
to damage the government. 


Endless rumors are afloat, but the 


concensus of the best informed con- 
servative opinion discredits serious 
hostilities or anything more than a 
continuation of the liberals' guerilla 
system of 
engagements with the 


government's forces. 
The liberals 


are anxious to get a seaport, and 
hence their 
recent 
approach 
to 


Bocas del Toro, west of here. 
The 


government is not 'bringing 
rein- 


forcements to the isthmus. 
There 


nre about four hundred soldiers in 
Colon and Panama and a thousand 
men are available, if needed. 


The general situation in Colombia 


is divisible under three heads—the 
isthmus revolutions, the 
progress 


through the rest of the country, and 
the' stuation on the Venezuelan, and 
Ecuador frontier. 
The revolution is 


progressing in the rest of the coun- 
try with varying success. The lib- 
erals 'hold various towns .and 
tricts and decline to meet the gov- 
ernment punitive expeditions, with- 
drawing upon their approach, and 
returning after their departure to 
engage in other and similar tactics 
with, only small engagements. 
The 


thing is certain, all the govern- 
mental systems of communication 


are interrupted or delayed and are 
unreliable, and hence it is impossi- 
ble to secure reliable news OP the 
coast of frontier happenings. 
All 


the news emanating from the coast 
towns concerning the 
frontiers is 


unreliable. Colombia doubtless has 
the troops on Venezuela nnd Ecua- 
dor frontiers, although the numbers 
reported, are vastly exaggerated, and 
Venezuela has no 
troops 
on. the 


frontier. 
It is difficult to draw a 


line of 
distinction 
between 
tbe 


troops of one country and the revo- 
lutionists of the other. 


Various indications lead to the be- 


lief that there will be no actual war- 
fare between Colombia nnd Venez- 
uela. The political revolutionists of 
both countries, in past years, have 
time 'and again jumped across the 
frontier when -pressed, from one side 
or the other, and have continually 
used, when the necessity arose, one 
or the ether country as a place 
refugo 
in 
preparing 
expeditions 


against the established authority of 
the other country. 


It should be 'borne in mind that 


the frontier forms an indefinite pro- 
tection to Colombians and Venezue- 
lans of both political parties. 
It 


has "been the favorite field of opera- 
tions for the revolutionists of both 
countries, and these conditions have 
existed on the frontier when either 
Colombia or Venezuela -has fhad a 
revolution on hand. 
Hence nura- 


berlesa stories 
emanate from the 


frontier. 


It is said here that Colombia 'has 


ten thousand men on the Ecuador 
frontier. 


nder if I'll be there nlone? At 


the thought of my poor mother a 
tear springs in my eye, but I hastily 
brush it away. Good-by 10 you all, 
who have smiled on me, and get all 
from life you can wither c your un- 
happy Nora."

All Died Within a Mouth and Use of

Boston, Aug. 31.—A special from

MAPLE GROVE ITEMS. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Sept. 2.—The city 


if Cleveland was swept yesterday 
-homing by a raging flood, the like 


<t which was never before known in 
he city's history. 
Houses were 


i-ushed by the irresistible water and 
iwept away. 
.The entire city was 


affected, but the greatest damage 
was done in the exclusive residence 
lections'iii the eastern portion. The 
roperty loss will not be less than ' 
? 1,000,000. 


The appalling overflow was caused 


by a terrific rain that commenced to 
Pall shortly after 3 o'clock, turned 
nto a perfect cloudburst between the 
hours of 3 and 5 and then continued 
vith great force 
until nearly 10 


'clock. 
The storm, according to the 


weather officials, was the heaviest 
that ever swept over Cleveland since 
the establishment of the goveriiment- 
weather bureau in this city over forty 
years ago. 


That no lives were lost is nothing 


sfiiort of a miracle, 
as stories of 


thrilling escapes and rescues from 
the water on several of the principal 
residence streets of the city nre told. 


The surging waters spread over an 


area in the ea4t end nearly eight 
miles long and a mile and a. half 
wide. 
This extended from iWood- 


iand Hills avenue to East Cleveland 
and back to East Madison avenue. 


Great volumes of water poured over 


from Doan and Giddings brooks down 
Quincy 
street, 
swamped1 
Vienna 


street, rushed 
over Cedar avenue, 


back over on East Prospect street, 
rushed like a mill race dowii Lincoln 
avenue to Euclid avenue and then on 
to Glen Park place, "where houses 
were uridennind as though built of 
straw, and almost incredible damage 
dolie to streets and property, 


Over a large share of this exclu- 


sive residence territory the water 
rushed with terrific fbrce^ varying in 
depth from one to six feet. "Culverts, 
trestles and bridges were torn down 
and for hours nothing seemed capa- 
ble of stemming the tide of destruc- 
tion. 


Hundreds of residents who were 


imprisoned in the Beautiful homes 
like stranded islanders were almost 
panic-stricken, expecting to be called 
upon to wade out into the swirling 
waters at almost any minute. Danger 
signals were flashed about the city 
as speedily as the disabled telephone 
system would allow and the work of 
rescue commenced. 
Rowboats plied 


back and forth assisting whole, fam- 
ilies from perilous positions, but 
these proved pitifully inadequate and 
it was soon found necessary to go to 
;hc extraordinary precaution of call- 


g on the life-saving crew from the 
iver, a distance of seven miles. 
The lifeboats were quickly loaded 


ii wagons and hurried to the scene 
f destruction. ' The torrent surged 
ith awful force for hours in Deer- 
ng street, from Fairmount to the 
oulevard,. and over a dozen families 
rere penned in like rats iu a trap 


with water five or six feet deep sur- 
ouiidmg- their homes. At this point 
he life-saving crew worked valiant- 
y, and, assisted by squads of fire- 
en and policemen, finally succeeded 
n landing the terror-stricken people 
n places of safety. 
The fear was

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STATE SECRETS. 


HOW IMPORTANT OFFICIAL DOCUMENTS SOMETIMES GET 


INTO THE PUBLIC PRINT. 


A vice president of the last gen- 


cvaiioii was the gossip of Newspaper 


Row. 
Nearly every evening he made 


a call on one or more of his favorite 
correspondents, and occasionally r. 
state secret was revealed in the con- 
versation. Once m a while the leak 
was inadvertent, and the vice presi- 
dent was embarrassed by the subse- 
quent publication. 


One evening he carried with him a 


bundle of papers, and after he had 
taken his departure the correspondent 
on whom he- had called discovered 
that the old gentleman had dropped 
n. printed pamphlet, on the top of the 
first page of which were the words, 
"secret and confidential." 


It is impossible to discuss the duty 


of the correspondent under these cir- 
cumstances. 
There is no issue in- 


volved. There is no doubt that he 
should have carried the paper, which 
wns a proposed treaty of the first im- 
portance, to the vice president; at 
least, not to impose an impossible 
task, he should 'have satisfied him- 
self as to the intention of the vice 
president. 
He might thus 
have 


cheaply secured a balm for a some- 
what indurated conscience. But ha 
published the treaty, was roundly 
praised for his ".beat," and flourished 
•in consequence of it. 
The only ad- 


mirable tiling which he did in the 
premises was to return the paper in 
such a manner that the-vice presi- 
dent, if he did not. really intend to 
drop it out of his bundle, did not 
know -that he had lost it. 
As it 


turned out afterward, it was well 
that he had his copy, for the senate 
made an inquiry, and the vice presi- 
dent was able to prove that his was 
not missing. 


Mr. Hayes was very free with state 


secrets, and here comes an easier 
question. It was his custom during 
the political session of 1879 to send 
for two correspondents, the represen- 
tatives of leading republican news-; 
papers, on the eve of a veto message,! 
nnd to tell them of his purpose and of;

The 
democrats

nnd sundry civil bills riders, iii one 
instance forbidding the employment 
of troops at the polls, and in the 
other repealing the law authorizing 
the employment of deputy United 
States marshals to aid in enforcing 
the federal elections law. The politi- 
cal world was in a ferment of ex- 
citement, and was eagerly guessing 
at the president's intentions. 
The 


appropriation bills went to him, and 
then it became the duty of the news- 
paper correspondents to discover the 
•president's purpdse before he an- 
nounced it to congress. 


The fact and purport o£ the first 


message was announced by the two 
republican correspondents. A lively 
young reporter, who knew that the 
two correspondents had 'been to the 
white house that evening, and who, 
therefore, anticipated with gloomy 
forebodings the appearance next day 
of the second veto message in repub- 
lican journals only, awaited 
his 


doom. 


He was alone on the row, for he 


dared not go home, when a very 
drunken 
hanger-on, of newspaper 


offices staggered in and asked him 
how much he would give for the 
president's ve.to message that was to 
be sent to congress the following day. 
He followed up the question by ex- 
hibiting the document. The reporter 
paid £100 for it, put it on the wire, 
<and while the readers of the two 
other correspondents were enjoying 
the abstracts which the president had 
given to his favorites, the readers of 
the 
young 
reporter's 
paper—the 


young reporter himself 
doubtless 


smiling at the thought of his suc- 
cessful turpitude—were regaled wi.h 
the message in full. 


It turned out afterward that 
i 
] 


president had entrusted a copy of the 
message to a bibulous friend, and 
that it had come into the.possession 
of the staggering vender through 
some betting transaction over cups. 


If the whole transaction had been 


within the knowledge of the pur/ 
chaser his conduct was reprehensible 
but, before condemning him too se 
verely, we must take into account the 
easy manner in which the "secret" 
was treated by the president himself 
the person most concerned in 
preservation of it. 
It had really 


ceased to be a secret, and the onl; 
question was as to the maune? ii 
which the vender had come by it 
The young reporter did not kiioi 
that it was stol*n, and it may bs tha 
he was too young and green to sus- 
pect it.

bought the goods after they were 
stolen I do not know. 


It is the only instance within my 


knowledge where a newspaper cor- 
respondent trafficked with an under- 
ling for a state secret. 
State secrets 


are almost always obtained from men 
who apparently have the right to deal 
in them; at least, it is the rule, by 
common consent, that tha correspond- 
ent has the right to his news if he 
gets it from one who is rightfully 
possessed 
of the information, 
al- 


though on several occasions the sen- 
ate 'has pretended that it will punish 
any senator who divulges what are 
humorously and formally known as 


:ex62utivfl secrets." 


But the senate is not serious, al- 


though among its follies it has per- 
petrated at least one grievous in- 
justice in its efforts to appear to se- 
cure immunity for its secrets. 
This 


was the discharge 
of 
Mr. James 


Young from his place as executive 
clerk, under the pretense that he had 
disclosed senate secrets. 
Mr. Young 


was wholly innocent, and, although 
he was himself an old correspondent, 
iie had never abused his privilege in 
liehalf of his own newspaper, nor 
would any other correspondent ask 
him to reveal secrets to him. 


The senators themselves betray 


their own secrets. In most instances, 
they do not regard the secret as worth 
leeping; in. some instances, they be- 
ieve that the public ought to be in- 
'ormed; in others, they want to court 
the favor of the newspaper or the 
correspondent; and still others want 
to sound public opinion. 
It has long 


jeen known to tlis country that se- : 
cret sessions of the senate are not se- 
cret; and tliat the purport, sometimes, 
the very language of a treaty, is al- 
ways known as soon as the treaty is 
sent to the senate. 
Here are two il- 


lustrations of the truth of what I 
say. 
One day a Massachusetts sen- 


ator made a speech in executive ses- 
sion, and after the adjournment an- 
other senator told me what his col- 
league had said on a subject particu- 
larly interesting to Boston. 


In -commenting1 on the subject I 


•mentioned the speech. 
The Massa- 


chusetts, senator took the revelation 
very much to.iheart, and denied in a 
public speech in the senate that he 
had ever uttered the words or senti- 
ment attributed to him. 


•I happened to be sitting on a sofa 


.n the senate chamber talking with <a 
third senator when this astonishing 
denial was made. 
Our conversation 


had been general on the folly of sav 
cret sessions, and my friend, after 
listening a moment to tlie indigna- 
tion of the 'Massachusetts senator, 
finally held up a copy of the Boston 
paper in •which my Teport was pub- 
lished, and said, scornfully; "What 


wretched farce; why, this "man's 


speech is reported here as accurately 
as if the writer had actually "been in 
the senate listening to it." 


Some years ago a correspondent was 


expecting, as -all the correspondents 
wer», the transmission to tlie senate 
of an important treaty. 
'One morn- 


ing, 
as he was leaving the senate 


chamber, he encountered the secretary 


'. state, who was talking with one 
; the senators from the state of the 
.an who had negotiated the treaty 
ir this government. 
The secretary 


.is a friend of the correspondent, 
nd, as the latter attempted to pass, 
eld out his hand, nnd, in shaking 
ands, arrested the correspondent un- 
1 he had said to the senator: "Well

hasn't disappointed 


>." 
The correspondent at once caughi 
ie significance of the remark, anc 
ie intent of the secretary, and thai 
veiling called on a senator, who gave 
im a copy of the treaty. 
The senate 


Lvestigated tho publication of this 
reaty, nnd pretended to believe tha' 
ome doorkeeper, page, or messenge: 
ad betrayed the secret, some one, in 
hort, iwho hadn't the means of be 
rayal, and to whom no self-respect 
ng correspondent would have gone 
To senator .was examined, and th 
Correspondent was carefully avoided 


The most absurd conclusion of th 


matter was the adoption of a rule, i: 
lursuance of which decent doorkeep 
ers hunt under the seats in the gal 
eries for stray rand concealed cor 
respondents as each secret or execu 
tive session is ordered. 
It is clea 


enough, I think, that each case mus 
rest on its 
own merits. 
A coi 


respondent at -Washington may 
cure a state secret in such a way a 
to be guilty of a grave or moral tu 
pitude who publishes a secret whic 
is merely called one, and which i 
one whose apparent duty is to guai 
it vegards as such.—Boston Herald

The bureau had its origin 


hi a small way in the treasury build- 
ing- early in. the GO'S. 
The struc- 


ture which it at present occupies has 
"been twice enlarged since it wais first 
•occupied iu 1880. 
Tlie building and 


site represent an outlay of $500,000, 
while the machinery and .fixtures rep- 
resent another outlay of $1,000,000. 
The bureau employs 1,O1O men and 
1,336 women, and expends for wages 
alone over $1,500,000 ft year. 


The manufacture of notes issued -by

•upon the kecpsr of the dies, rolls 
and plates for the necessary plates. 
Thc-se are delivered to and receipted 
for >by the representative of :the print- 
ing division of the bureau. 


The printers receive their respec- 


tive assignments from the chief of 
the printing division. Each is given 
im order which entitles him to receive 
the necessary plate, and his assist- 
ant the necessary paper in, the quan- 
tity -he may determine for his day's 
work. 
The paper must be counted 


immediately upon receipt, as would 
money paid at a bank, and a receipt 
must be given. The printer and his 
assistant are now 
responsible 
for 


plate and paper. 


Attached to each printing press is 


an automatic device which records 
each, impression printed. During- .the 
day the impressions, 
as they ura 


completed in hundreds, are taken to 
the examining' division of the "bur- 


eau, 
where they 
are counted, and 


then iplacedd in the racks of the dry- 
ing room. 
The printer receives a 


receipt lor the number of impressions 
dedlivered by him. 


There is not the slightest oppor- 


tunity for a leakage hi this vaat es- 
tablishment. 
There is money, mon- 


ey everywhere, but not a cent to take.

printer is required to return ;his plati 
and the paper which he may have 
left over and which 
is credited to

Inside the walls of the bureau of 


engraving and printing, paper, a? 
•well as time, is money. 
That is to 


say, the peculiar paper used for print- 
rig' notes of the various, denomina- 
ions is assessed at the value of those 
notes while the sheets are yet per- 
!ectly blank- 
This paper is dis- 


tinctive, and. is made only for the 


•overnment of the United 'States. The 
distinctive feature of the note pa- 
per, known as fUbre paper, it its dou- 
ble lines of distributed silk fibre on 
the back of the notes about two in- 
ches froin each end. 
This1 fibre can 


be easily seen. 
The distinguishing 


mark of the paper for ihternal reve- 
nue, and postage stamps is a water- 
mark in the paper of the letters "IT. 


I. B." for 'the'first and "TJ. S: P. 


S." for the second. 
All p'aper used 


.11 the bureau is manufactured upon 
:he order of the secretary of the 
ireasury, and is heM1 in the custody 
of tihe chief of the division of loans 
and currency of his omce. 
It can 


only be obtained by the bureau upon 
a requisition settang forth the class, 
denomination and value of the secur- 
ty to be printed thereon, and is 
charged to the bureau at the full face 
value which can be so printed. 
Every particle of the precious paper 
must be accounted for or the face 
value .charged against the bureau 
must be paid in money. 


When tlie issue of 'a new security 


has been 'determined upon by tho 
government the matter of the design 
and the mechanical execution of the 
work is 'submitted1 to the officials of 
the bureau of engraving- and print- 
ing. 
The design is usually, as in 


the case of the 3?an-American stamp 
issues, for instance, entrusted to the 
chief engraver, who -makes a model 
and submits it to the criticism of 
the 'higher officials. 
This model is 


then modified in accordance with tlie 
suggestions received from those to 
whom it is submitted, and is finally 
approved by the 
secretary of the 


treasury. 
Tlie approved design 


then placed 'in. the hands of the en-1 
gravers for the execution of their' 
respective lines of work—that is, vig- 
nettes, titles, and ornamentationi 
When the plates 
are finished and 


ready for printing, they are, together 
with all the dies and rolls made by 
the bureau, -plated in "charge of an 
officer especially appointed by the 
ecretary of the treasury, known as 
tie custodian of dies, rolls and plates. 
'hey are held by this official in burg- 
nr and fire proof vaults, and are only 
ssued when *he 
secretary of tho 


reasury makes an order to print 'a 
ertain definite number of impres- 
sions from them. 
In each event a 


copy of the order is forwarded to the 
:ustodian. 


When the paper and dies are re- 


quired by -the bureau, the necessary 
orders are issued from the authorities 
of the treasury, approved, of course, 
by the secretary. 
The paper is first 


transferred from the treasury build* 
ng to the bureau, -checked with the 
requisition and -counted to determine 
the actual number of sheets. 


It is then prepared -in the wetting 


division for printing hy being count 
ed into sections of from ten to twen 
ty sheets each, these sections .being 
subsequently

CHARITIES BOARD REPORTS 


RESULTS 
OF INVESTIGATION 


HTAOE PUBLIC, 


Indianapolis, Aug. 30.—The state 


baurd of charities, made a report t< 
Governor Durbin yesterday on th< 
question of whether persons are oon 
lined in the insane hospitals of tin 
state who are not insane. 
The re 


port is quite lengthy, and, while the 
•I)oard states that all persons in i 
sane hospitals are insane, it offe 
several recommendations which -wi 
abolish insanity trusts. 


THE KEPOBT. 


The report in full is as follows: 
-To His Excellency Hon. Winfield 


T- Durbin, 
Governor of Indiana:— 


Data- Sir: In compliance with you 
request that this board consider th 
facts in the report of the attorney 
general as to what has been termed 
'The Insanity Trust,' and that th< 
board should vist all the hospital 
•for the insane and make such further 
investigation as it thought necessary 
to determine whether any sane per 
sons are or have been confined there 
in, end also to report to you whether 
there have teen or can be a"buse 
upon sane people Toy an improper ad 
ministration of the lunacy laws o 
this state, and if we found that sue] 
abuses might exist to suggest such 
modifications of the law as wonlr' 
mere, surely protect the citizen in hi 
personal rights to liberty of action 
and also that we report to you anj 
suggestions that might occur to thii 
board that would increase the effi 
cisncy of the hospitals in restoring 
to a. normal condition, those of our 
citizens who have been so unfor 
tnnate as to have lost either partia 
or full control of the faculties, wi 
beg leave to make the following re 
port: 


NO miCKBTS 'ABUSED. 


"The individual (members of this 


board did, within the period covered 
bv the report of the attorney general 
make numerous visits, either aloni 
or with the secretary or other mem- 
Tiers, to these institutions. At noni 
of these visits did we learn of any 
abuses of these laws or of any indi 
vidual's rights. 
No complaint of 


such wrongs as were stated in the 
report of the attorney general has a 
any time been made to us by any in 
dividual, nor has our attention been 
called to any wrongful commitments 
"by the officials of any 'hospitals, al 
though we receive on the first of 
each month a report that shows the 
daily admission, furloughs and dis- 
charges that have occurred in each 
institution. 
This report also gives 


us the sex, ag-e, color, birthplace 
naaaes of parents, kind of insanity 
complications that have occurred in 
any case, and also a report of every 
matter that, in the opinion of the 
superintendent, ought to be called to 
our attention. And in addition to 
this, we receive each quarter a statis- 
tical and financial report that shows 
the number of persons actually pres- 
ent in each hospital and the move- 
ment of the population, and these re- 
ports must balance the others. These 
Ir.tter reports are published quarter, 
ly in our bulletin, and a synopsis is 
published, with comments, by most 
of the newspapers 
throughout the 


Btate each quarter. 


'•After our first visit, and while the 


central hospital was under consider- 
ation, the attorney general called our 
attention to some twenty-eight par- 
ticular cases, and as some citizens 
hr.d called our attention to two other 
cases that might, from a perusal of 
tlie commitment papers, have been 
'railroaded' into that hospital, we 
asked Assistant 
Attorney 
Merrill 


Sloores to accompany us to that in- 
stitution on the day we concluded our 
examination of that hospital. 


"At each institution we examined, 


tinder oath, and in most cases apart 
•from the other witnesses, the trus- 
Ucs, the superintendent, the assist- 
ant physicians, the internes, super- 
visors and every other person who, 
\TO thought, could tell us anything 
that would enable us to know the 
whole and exact truth. "We also ex- 
amined the reports as to the condition 
of the patients in general, and par- 
ticularly of those called in question 
These reports were made T>y tho at- 
tendants, supervisors, internes and 
assistant physicians 'before the 'In- 
sanity Trust' 
question 
had been 


mooted, or any idea was had that 
we would make the investigation. 
In addition to this, we made a some- 
what similar investigation to that 
made 
by the attorney general in 


Marion county, in Allen, Cass, Van- 
derburg and Wayne counties, for the 


purpose of comparing; the adminis- 
tration, of these laws in various sec- 
tions of the state. 


NO SANE PATIENTS. 


'We are Ceased to be able to re- 


port that after this full investigation 
we are of the opinion that our insane 
hospitals have not now a sane patient 
within them. That they have not 
had a person undev their charge and 
control within 
the past 
eighteen 


months as a patient or inmate who 
was not needing treatment for in- 
sanity, unless it be the case of John 
Rciss, or Mroz, or James Haywood, 
who probably recovered after he was 
found insane and before he was re 
ceived at the hospital, a period of 
fifty-three days. That the hospitals 
are and have been free 
from any 


abuse of the character under consid- 
eration, and that while, as the attor- 
ney general reports, Impropei and 
wrongful inquests were held in Har- 
ion county, the several commissioners 
who held the inquests in that county 
were careful not to commit any per- 
son othfii- than those named to the 
hospital -who did not need its care 
and treatment at the time tlie iuquesi 
was held. No one can read the re- 
port cf the attorney general and not 
say that the conduct of the persons 
concerned in the inquests was mos! 
outrageous, and thai -ihey knew i1 
\s most certain when we realize th« 
vast number of cases that were re- 
leased by the justices as. not insane 
The subjection of a man to an inquesl 
for insanity, when wrongfully made 
is a more lieiuous offense than tin 
wrongful charging* of a crime. 


SOME OF THE BECOBDS. 


"The records o£ Allen county show 


that out of fifty-seven inquests two 
were found to "be not insane. Of the 
thirty-five inquests in Cass county 
one was found not insane. Of the 
thirty-one inquests in "Wayne county 
all but one were found insane. 0: 
the seventy-seven inquests in Van 
derburg county, four were found no' 
insane. These facts would seem tt 
indicate that the hunting for pel1 
sons on whom to hold inquests has 
not been practiced in any of .these 
counties, and we could not learn of 
any counties where it had been prac- 
ticed. 


"The records of Xongcliff hospital 


for thirteen, years show that out o: 
2,776 committals to that institution 
thirty-seven . ases were found to 
iiave been sane when committed and 
were discharged as 'not insane,1 one 
none of these were within the las' 
year and a half. The records of Easf 
Haven gave equally as strong ant 
convincing testimony, and this boarc 
believes, from its own experience in 
and knowledge of-these matters, thai 
it is justified in reporting the same to 
you as the real truth of the situation 


"In making this statement, we do 


not lose sight of the fact, but realize 
fully that insanity is an illusive con- 
dition that seems to defy ascertain- 
ment by all known rules of reason- 
ing or previous experience. 
We 


know of cases where one insane has 
surely convinced persons of acute 
mind and keen judgment that he was 
not insane, as claimed, and it has 
only been by accident, as it were 
that the perturbed sense, or "button, 
it might "be called, was touched and 
the true condition disclosed, much, to 
the 'amazement of the investigators, 


IN MARION COUNTY.

THE "RAILROADED" CASES. 
"In reference to the thirty cases at 


the Central hospital, to which par- 
ticular attention was called as h 
ing been 'railroaded through,' 
would say that upon investigation 
we found that nVht had never been 
received into the hospital, bavin: 
been rejected, one because the papers 
did not show that she was insane—- 
the others because their cases wers 
chronic and there was no room for 
:hem; that eight of the thirty cases 
had been dismissed—one in sixty 
days after reception and one who had 
seen in the hospital at seven different 
times before in about ninety days. 
The other six cases had been in the 
lospital from 140 days to about 
seven months. Of these eight cases, 
caving out the one patient who had 
>een in the hospital seven times, and 


rho was there because of epi- 


epsy and morphia, all the other six 
were reported as being persons suf- 
fering with acute mania at the ti^'.e 
they were received, but who recov- 
ered sufficiently to be allowed to go, 
either upon parole or final disrharjfe. 
four of these thirty cases died within 
a sihort time after thsy were received 
nto the hospital, most of them hav- 
ag been noted in the reports as suf- 


fering from serious physical compli- 
cations. This left ten cases stil! in 
the hospital. We examined each of 
these cases, and nothing; could be 
more apparent than their insanity. 
We have th'e permission 
:>f Hon. 


Merrill Moores, assistant at tamey 
[jeneral, who assisted us in making 
this particular examination, to say 
that he concurs in this part of our 
report. 


;The attorney general, in the re- 


poi<t which you transmitted xo us, 
calls particular attention to the wide 
difference iu the per cent, of those 
discharged from the various hos- 
pitals during the past year ant! a 
half, when compared with the num- 
ber received—the Centi-ai hospital, 
94 per cent.; the Northern, 50 per 
cent., and the Southern, 49 per cant, 
—and says that only one conclusion 
can he drawn from this difference, 
and that is that the difference in 
methods used in the inquests resulted 
in the greater number of committ- 
ments to the Central. This might 
seem to be true at phe first thought, 
but your excellency will remember 
that the capacity of the Northern. 
Eastern and Southern hospitals has 
been largely increased very recently 
and they are not permitted to dis- 
charge one patient in order to make 
room for another; in fact, the law re- 
quires them to keep all patients un- 
til they are restored. The capacity 
of the Central hospital has only beer 
slightly increased, and the only way 
that new cases could be received 
by discharging old ones. 


'•Then again, the law requires the 


central hospital to discharge chronic 
insane patients to as to make room 
Jor acute 'or recent cases; hence, if 
new cases are to be received the 
chronic and uncurable cases must ibi 
discharged. 
It might be remarked 


at this point that for ths past twelve 
years this "board lias called attention 
in its reports to the anomalous con- 
dition of statutes which require tlilr- 
ty-six counties to be governed by 
one law and fifty-six counties by 
other and different ones. 


EFFORT WAS UNPAIR. 


"It may not be proper for us to 


suggest that the effort to connect the 
'Insanity trust' -with the hospitals 
was very unfair to the institutions, 
The blame rests on the parties who 
held these improper inquests, and if 
such a trust or combination as is re- 
ferred to in the attorney general's 
report exists, by which the money 
received from the county for making 
these was divided among the persons 
who took part in the same, that part 
of the 815,000 that was thus .wrong- 
fully taken from the county treasury 
ought to be recovered. 
.An inqxxest 


cannot ;be held without the filing of 
an affidavit, and the examination of 
witnesses, and the adjudication of a 
justice of the peace, etc. 
We sug- 


gest that obtaining money from the 
county or state by such a conspiracy 
would lay the members thereof liable 
to severe prosecution; at least the 
money might have been recovered. 


"The proposition as to how faith- 


fully insanity inquests have been 
conducted throughout the state seem? 
to us to 'be without our province and 
to belong to the legal machinery of 
the state. 


NEW LAW NEEDED. 


"In reference to the question as to 


whether or not any modification toe 
made in the law relating to the com- 
mitment of insane people to the vari- 
ous hospitals we venture to suggest 
that inasmuch, as there have 'been a 
number of laws passed at the vari- 
ous sessions of tlie legislature since 
1852, not a few of which, are in seem- 
ing conflict, and because of the fact 
that the law'is so drawn that it may* 
be abused, although we find no par- 
ticular abuses have been commited. 
except those in Marion county, and 
because 'of the further fact that the 
greatest confidence is not always de- 
served by some of the men who fill 
the office of justice of tlie peace in 
our state; and because 110 notice i? 
now required to be given to the per- 
son upon whom the inquest is to be 
held; and because the present method 
of committing persons to these 'hos- 
pitals is very expensive, we believe 
that a new law should be enacted by 
the next legislature. 
It has been 


suggested that it should provide, 
first, that all commitments should be 
made by the judge of the circuit or 
superior court of the various coun- 
ties; that in order to have the com- 
mitments promptly made when neces- 
sary, that the judge of the court 
should appoint some person to act in 
his stead when compelled to be out 
of the county, or is so busily engaged 
that he cannot give the matter prop- 
er attention. 


"It has also been suggested that 


these inquests should be held by the 
court iii chambers, unless the person 
charged should desire a public trial; 
that they should be based upon an 
affidavit, stating that the person af- 
flicted needs the care and treatment 
of one of the insane hospitals, and 
that there should be given in such 
affidavit a history of the case and the 
reasons why the petitioner believes 
an inquest ought to be held, and who 
the attending physician is. and the 
names of such persons as would be 
likely to know whether or not the 
person afflicted is mentally deranged. 
That thereupon the clerk should is- 
sue a copy of such affidavit to the 
sheriff, who should deliver the same 
to the person afflicted, with a notice 
stating .when the 
matter -will be 


heard by the judge of;the court, and j 
a summons to the -witnesses requir- 
ing them to be present at the time of 
the trial. 
The law should provide 


that it should be tlie duty of the 
court to have the person charged ex- 
amined by one or more competent 
physicians, to be selected by such 
judge, and that such trial should be 
had as soon as possible after the fil- 
ing 
of the 
affidavit. 
The trial 


should not be had when the person 
afflicted is absent, unless it should 
appear to the court that his presence 
could not be had without injury to 
the afflicted person. 
If tlie afflicted 


person is violent, or it would be 
dangerous if he were at large, it 
should be the duty of the court to 
issue a warrant to some person to 
ai-rest and care for such afflicted per- 
son until a trial could be had. This 
•ought not to be the sheriff, 
nor 


should the confinement be in jail, 
unless no other place could be provid- 
ed where the person could be properly 
f.nd safely care for. 


JAILS WOT STTITABLE. 


"No insane person should be con- 


Bned in a jail if any other place 
can be provided, for it ii;;s r.n exceed- 
ingly bad effect upon his mental 
condition. It has been thought by 
some that the court 
should 
have 


power to require the auditor of the 
2ounty—not ih* clerk—to secure 
such clothiug ns the afflicted person 
needs, in order to be transported t-i 
the institution, >-nd for a reasonable 
time after he is at such institution, 
that the law should 
provide taa;. 


either the evidence taken in the case, 
or 'at least a statement of the at- 
tending- 
examining- , physician, 


transmitted with the patient to the 
hospital. It is also thought that it 
might be well to require a. statement 
of the examining' and attendant pliy- 
sician to accompany the patient, and 
a copy of the affidavit -on which the 
proceedings were had, and that tlie 
court be empowered to have a tran- 
script of the evidence sent as scon 
as the same could be made. 
This 


law might provide for a findiag of 
the court that the person afflicted 
needed the care of an insane hos- 
pital. 
There should be no findin; 


as to the sanity or insanity of the 
patient. The law could provide that 
the medical superintendent of tlie 
hospital wlio received such, person, 
should provide a place for his care 
and treatment, here he could bo b 
and most carefully observed for such. 
a. -period as would enable such super- 
intendent to fully consider and de- 
termine whether such person was 
sane 
or insane, and 
the 
person 


should not be entered upon the rolls 
of the "hospital as Insane until that 
fact had been surely ascertained. It 
might be well that the law provide 
that the superintendent of the hos- 
pital should have -power to release, 
Bither absolutely or on parole, siicli 
afflicted person as was not insane, if 
such should be found to be the fact. 
The afflicted person should be taken 
to the hospital by the sheriff, and 
if a woman, accompanied by a wo- 
;nan assistant. The expense of such 
proceedings would be 
much, less 


than we are now accustomed to. The 
justice of the peace gets a per diem, 
and pL'ts in as many days as his 
want of conscience will 
let him, 


and this remark is also true of some 
of the physicians. 
The judge gets a 


salary, and unless some person acted 
in his stead, there would be no ex- 
pense on that account. 
The .clerk 


gets a salary, and hence the $5.00 
that is now taxed to the clerk, ai,tl 
has sometimes been taken by the 
clerk, is a somewhat questionable 
procedure. The law should provide 
that no relative should receive fees 
for whatever service he might do 
in such matter. 
Only, disinterested 


or outside persons and the physi- 
cians should be paid. We suggest 
that you have the attorney general 
give an opinion as to whether it is 
legal for the clerk to take this $5.00 
fee in addition to Ms salary. 


We have learned that many in- 


sanity inquests are 
conducted 
as 


though the .persons holding the same 
were ashamed of what they were 
doing or at least were not willing 
to assume 
the 
responsibility of 


openly declaring that in their judg- 
ment the afflicted person ought to 
go to a hospital. 
That the person 


whose liberty was to be taken away 
should have notice of the proceed- 
ings, seems to be generally admitted 
on all sides. As was said the ether 
day—"The personal freedom of the 
individual citizen is the most sacred 
and precious inheritance of Amer- 
ica. 
The constitution and the laws 


authorize it, the spirit of the country 
proclaims it, the prosperity of the 
people, the very life of the nation 
requires it. 
Whatever the other in - 


terests at stalse, that of the persona? 
freedom of the individual outranir'i 
them all, and this must be sustained 
even if those are to be sacrificed.'' 
If the individuals upon whom miny 
of the inquests have been 
held 


should have had notice, or knowl- 
edge of what was being done, thcr.i 
would have been trouble, because of 
the little regard or respect that is 
universally held for the justice of 
the peace. 


"This objection would not obtain 


were the inquest to be held before the 
judge of a court, The objection that 
some have made, that it is better that 


occasional saae person be sent to 


a hospital rather than insane people I 
be kept out of the hospital for any 
considerable length of rime, for the 
reason that the judge could not be 
secured at all times, would be ob- 
viated by requiring: the judge, if he 
left the county or was unable to act, 
to designate some person to act in 
his stead. The present law is very \ 
defective in requiring the clerk to' 
purchase the clothing. That should 
be done by the auditor, who is in close 
touch with the commissioners, and 
would bs more logically the proper 
purchasing agent for the county. We 
found an abuse ns to the purchasing 
of clothing in Wayne county. The 
law requires that not to exceed $20, 
not a sufficient amount, shall be ex- 
pended for clothing1. 
In 
all 
ihe 


counties that we have investigated, 
other than Wayne, the officers have 
seemingly endeavored to have the 
relatives provide the clothing and to 
purchase the same only when neces- 
sary. In Wayne county clothing- has 
been bought for each person com- 
mitted to the institution, :tt an aver- 
age of §54.50, one tailor uniformly 
getting' p.bout $60 and another but 
$50. This breach of the law should 
by your excellency be called to the 
attention of the proper authorities to 
rectify and recover the.money ille- 
gally paid out. 


"As illustrative of our opinion why 


it might be well 
to remodel the 


lunacy laws and secure a uniform 
administration of the same by re- 
sponsible officers of the law, we would 
say that according to the lists fur- 
nished us it cost 915.321.34 to hold 
the. 408 inquests that -were held in 
Marion county, leaving out of con- 
sideration 
the cost of transporting 


the afflicted persons to the hospital, 
or §37.55 for each inquest held in 
that county. In "Wayne county, on a 
similar basis, it cost $1,098.25 to 
hole thirty-one inquests, or SJ554.78 
for each inquest. In Allen county, 
leaving out transportation as in other 
counties, it cost $1,289.48 
to hold 


fifty-sis inquests, or $23.03 f\*i each 
inquest.

FIRST BAGG-A'GE MASTER. 


Iffr. Miller's age was sixty-nine 


years, two months and eight days; In 
earlier life he was a railroad man, 
and was the baggage master upon the 
first passenger train that came into 
Fort Wayne, in November, 1854, over 
what is now the Pennsylvania line. 


He was "born at Oiberrossbach, Nas- 


sau, Germany, June 20, 1832, and 
came to America at the age of -•nine- 
teen years. 
Ee lived for a time at 


Buffalo, then at Crestline, and later 
at Lima, Ohio, but removed to Tort 
Wayne- shortly after the construc- 
tion of the first railroad line into the 
city, and has resided, here continu- 
ously since that time. 
He was unit- 


ed in marriage at Delphos, Ohio, No- 
vember 16, 1854, to Miss Katherine 
Becker, and "bride and groom came to 
Fort Wayne upon the first "regular 
passenger train a few days later. 


Mrs. Miller survives, together with

Henry T. Millerv, Johii -R. Miller, 
Charles C. Millerj Mrs."Louis Burkas, 
Albert T. Miller, Einil A. Miller and 
Miss Irma C. Miller.

During the wav he was employed' as 
traveling salesman and 'buyer for the 
Weiser "tannery, then located upon 
the present site of tfhe Centlivre 
brewery. 


About 1868 Mr. Miller engaged in 


"business upon his own account, form- 
ing a partnership with Conrad Nei- 
reiter in the wholesale leather busi- 
ness, the firm being Neireiter & Mil- 
ler. 
The firm was in existence sev- 


eral years, and later Mr. Miller was 
for a time in. business as a manu- 
facturer of collars. 
Disposing of 


this "business Mr. Miller ibecame a 
wholesale dealer in hp.ts -and caps. 
After his retirement he did for sev- 
eral years an extensive real estate 
business, but in 
recent years has 


been living a retired life. 


Mr. Miller's only public position 


was that of market master, which he 
filled in 1859-00, under Mayor F. P,

Text—Genesis xxviii., 10-22. 
We should not forget that only one 


of whom the scriptures speak was 
perfect. 
He "did no sin." 
He could 


and did challenge his desperate ene- 
mies to convict of sin. 
So it was 


with Jesus, and it was not so with 
any other. 


The difference 'between all others 


whose names and deeds are recorded 
in scripture consists' in greater or 
less degrees of infirmity, fcmls or 
moral misdeeds. 
N-onh. Abraham, 


Isaac were models of moral excel- 
lence in comparison vith any of their 
compeers and acquaintances. 
But 


in contrast with Christ and in coi - 
trast -with countless Christians those 
patriarchs were a veiy seamy sort of 
men. 


As to Isaac, the peacemaker, who 


appeared in our last lesson, he had 
many virtues and no vices that are 
revealed unless it be the attempt to 
deceive the king of • Gerar. and that 
may he charsrefl to ciwri'^s find 
may be to salf-defense. 


TRIALS TN FAMILY LIFE. - 


But Isaac's family life was afflicted 


•with trials of the sharpest kind. 
It 


began, in. the Opposite characteristics 
of his wife, Eebekah, and himself. 
It is a human peculiarity to prefer 
our contrasts or bpposiies. 
tend to marry brunettes. 


Blondes 
If one 


mate in'marriage is of slow, silent 
temper the other is apt to be as talk- 
ative as that one is tactitum. 


Isaac, as we know, 'did not select 


his fcride, hut when Rebekah was 
chosen, for''him "he accepted her with- 
wut question', his 
evident opposite 


though She •vr&s. 


Isaac was'caXitious and considerate. 


Hebekah was impulsive, quick-witted 
and clever. 
Is'aac was inclined to 


accommodate 
himself 
to circum- 


stances. 
ReVekah was' 'wide 'n wake 


for opportuni-ty \ to iinprove circum- 
stances^ .'. In mos't every respect as 
husband "anil _ wife they were con- 
trasts/ 
AMd -when twin'boys (Gene- 


sis xxy. 20-34) were born to them, 
the children accentuated the paren- 
tal unlikenesses exceedingly. 


Most -twins are so much alike in 


features that only those constantly 
with them can say which is which. 
But Esau and Jacob were as unlike 
in form aud feature as they were 
in temperament, tastes and tenden- 
cies. 'Esau had Isaac's dispositions 
intensified. 
'He was open, easy-go- 


ing- and happy-go-lucky. 
He took 


to the field (Genesis xxv.. 27), and 
in an unwarranted way he let "the 
morrow take thought for the things 
of itself." 
Very navurally, Isaac 


felt a favoritism for this reproduc- 
tion of himself. 


But Jacob was his mother's own. 


tooy. He inherited her intent na- 
ture, full of enterprise and device, 
and devtloped it so that Jacob ('is 
thoroughly a Jew 
He was quick, 


cunning, crafty, constant, tenacicu->. 
He could plan" patiently and hide his 
time to accomplish his set purpose. 
Of the twins he was horn last, and 
so Esau had the birthright blessings 
that fell in families of that age. 


JACOB "THE STTPPLANTER." 
But so closely did Jacob come after 


his twin brother at birth, and so 
joined were they at their nativity 
that Jacob received the title of heel- 
catcher, or supplanter. 
This name 


he fitted to his after life in two il- 
lustrious instances. 
The first was 


••when (Genesis xxv., 29-34) easy-go- 
ing Esau came in from a hunting 
trip, tired and hungry, and, seeing a 
smoking mess of pottage, which Ja- 
cob seems to have had ready to en- 
trap the careless boy's appetite, hs 
reckless^ traded his right to family 
eminence for tlys bit of food. 
It 


was a mean advantage to take of a 
hungry brother, but'not -worse, by a 
little bit, than we see done by men 
every day and on every side. 


To receive the dying benediction of 


the patriarch of that period meant 
more than any parting words of par- 
ents to children at present. 
There 


were assurances of riches conveysd, 
ns they considered it, as well as rank. 
All the meaner, then, was the trick 
which Jacdb and his mother played 
on (Gertesis, 27) Isaac, by which 
Esau was degraded to second rank 
and deprived "of promised prosperity. 


In the New' Testament we are 


taught, "The wages of sin is death,- 
and (Genesis xxvii., 41) to this; the 
outraged Esau doomed his brother, 
and would probably have executed 
his purpose had not the handy inter- 
ference (xxvii.. 46) of Rebekah ad- 
vised a way of escape. 
Following 


her counsel, 
the 
sin-smitten sup- 


planter started for his undo, Labans 
in Haran, and our lesson"(x:ivii., 10- 
23) finds him at nightfall 
in a 


strange, lonesome place, with only 
his conscience and his cowardice for 
company. 


Homesick and heart sick, as we 


may sfcfely suppose, he probab'.y re- 
proached himself for the folly cf ob- 


taining illgotteu gain at the yiiee of 
his peace of mind. 
Conscience makes 


cowards of ns all, said Hamlet. 
But 


that is an overstatement. 
TJt>r.> ave 


those whose consciences do not ac- 
cuse them, and instead of making 
cowards of such conscience is their 
unfailing; comforter. 
ONLY EVIL DOERS AFFECTED. 


A young man who confessed to me 


that he had spent more than a third 
of his life in jails and penitentiaries, 
said he never passed a policeman on 
the street without an inward dread 
of arrest. But there will ha few of 
all the hundreds of thousands who 
shall read this copy of the Record- 
Herald that have the least sensation 
of fear at seeing an officer of the law. 
And so conscience makes cowards of 
only the evil doers, as it did of Jacob. 


Long "after this night at Bethel, 


trheii Jacob had ssen many changes 
and had become vastly wealthy and 
powerful he (Genesis xxxii., 1-31) 
had an experience which showed that 
his guilty soul always carried an ac- 
cusing conscience. 


But we are now concerned with the 


events of what was possibly his first 
awakening of conscience that •nig-Ht 
at. Bethel, and are to see how God 
brought this guilty sinner to him- 
self in -humility, penitence and a 
promise of a better life. 


"We see the tired traveler (lesson 


verse 11-12) without a bed for his 
body and only a stone for his pillow 


grand churches, where all that rites 
and ceremonies could do to impress 
the senses was done, and yet you did 
not see or feel that God was there? 
But on the contrary, have you not, in 
some humble surroundings, where 
plainness of structure and simplicity 
of religious form were reduced to the 
lowest terms, felt in holy awe, as 
Jacob did that night and morning iu 
Bethel? Gcd is in countless places 
where near-sighted or spiritually 
half-blind people can say no more 
than "I knew it not." 


Ages on ages, and by all ways and 


means imaginable, God has endeav- 
ored to come into conscious connec- 
tion with men. Some awake to His 
presence and repeat the reverent act 
which followed Jacob's awakening, 
which we have described (lesson v. 
17-lS). He was awestruck—he was 
afraid, and said: '"How dreadful is 
this place; this is none other than the 
house of God, and this is tha g-ate of 
heaven." 


MORE REVEliE-KTCE NEEDED. 
Of the 
corrections and 
reforms 


needed in the common religious life 
of our Christian nation one is to de- 
velop greater reverence for the divine 
being. True religion requires rever- 
ence of spirit as a chief 
essential. 


Whatever desecrates the thought of 
or worship of God degrades the 'deity 
and degrades the devotes. 
Not so 


with the awestruck son of Isaac. He 
thought at once -(28:18) to erect

Don't be discouraged by 


those who will speak contemptuously 
of such a method of contracting with 
the "Lord. They may scoff at thought 
of su^h a materializing of man's re- 
lations with God. But mind them 
not. 
Just remember that such as 


thus seem so very jealous for God's 
dignity- and indifference to men are 
the most forward in dishonoring Him 
in other ways.
